Applicant's Arguments 

Applicant states that a person of ordinary skill in the art would not implement a filter to receive an input signal comprising a first number of 
tv channels and communicate an intermediate output signal comprising a second number of TV channels less than the first number of 
channels.since Birleson discloses passing all frequencies. 

Examiner's Response 

The examiner disagrees. Although Birleson does disclose passing all TV channel band frequencies, Birleson also discloses that mixer 1 09 
may be a coarse or fine filter, to select a narrow band of channels or even a single channel (col 8, line 1 0-1 9) in addition to mixer 1 1 0 (Fig 
1 ) which may be an image rejection filter (thus reducing the number of channels if required). Birleson also discloses that the IF filter 1 09 
may be constructed on the same circuit as mixers 103/1 10 or may be discrete off chip devices. These components all the system of 
Birleson to reduce the number of channels then the received number of channels either to a group of channels or a single channel, thus the 
concept of having a plurality or a reduced number of channels is conventional in the tuning of TV arts. 

It should also be noted that by simply replacing the all pass TV filter of Birleson (which does attenuate non-TV high frequency signals) with 
the conventional prefilter (both described by Birleson and Fulga) derives the invention as claimed. 

Most notably, in view of the Supreme Courts decision in KSR vs Teleflex are the guiding notations for the current rejection. 



In their decision the Supreme Court stated "To determine whether there was an apparent reason to combine known elements in a way a 
patent claims, it will often be necessary to look to interrelated teachings of multiple patents; to the effects of demands known to the design 
community or present in the marketplace; and to the background knowledge possessed by a person having ordinary skill in the art. To 
facilitate review, this analysis should be made explicit. But it need not seek out precise teachings directed to the challenged claim's specific 
subject matter, for a court can consider the inferences and creative steps a person of ordinary skill in the art would employ." 



"The obviousness analysis cannot be confined by a formalistic conception of the words teaching, suggestion, and motivation, or by 
overemphasis on the importance of published articles and the explicitly content of issued patents. The diversity of inventive pursuits and of 
modern technology counsels against limiting the analysis in this way. In many fields it may be that there is little discussion of obvious 
techniques or combinations, and it often may be the case that market demand, rather than scientific literature, will drive design trends. 
Granting patent protection to advances that would occur in the ordinary course without real innovation retards progress and may, in the 
case of patents combining previously known elements, deprive prior inventions of their value or utility. " 

Thus the current claimed invention is substituting what was described as known in the art (a prefilter which attenuates channels) in lieu of 
Birleson's all pass filter. It has been evidenced by Birleson that reducing the number of channels whether coarsely or finely using a filter 
(after receiving all the TV band channels) is known, in addition to filtering the initial receipt of channels as done conventional (background, 
Fig 4 "Prior Art" of Birleson). 

In the instant case, reqarding a TV tuner, it is known that with the advent of digital TV channels, the number of accessible channels 
continues to grow, thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to reduce if desired, the number of such channels that 
are initially received, since within the same band, a larger number of channels may be present then in analog. 
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
